S. S. EXILONA, bound for the United Slates from Smyrna, Turkey—(A1)— 


Samuel Insull dropped his role of man without a country and fugitive from 
American courts Friday night and sailed for the United States, n prisoner at 
last of an American official. 


The 74-year-old head of the wreck- 


ed Insull utilities was formally deliv- 
ered to Burton Y. Berry, of the In- 
.vtanbul American embassy, 18 months 
after he fled from fraud charges at 
home and two weeks after Turkish of- 
ficials arrested him. 


In aji extremely brief and simple 


ceremony, the Turkish police commis- 
sioner. Nail Bey handed the white- 
haired former multimillionaire over 
to Berry, who gave the officer a re- 
ceipt, signed by himself and the Exio- 
lonns captain, for In.sull'.s delivery, 
and a copy of the presidential war- 
rant for the Chicagoans detention. 


Insull Is Weary 


Insull stood, disconsolate, witnessing 


the ceremony. As soon as it was com- 
pleted his Turkish escort returned to 
shore, and the captain ordered the 
."hip under way for her month-long 
journey to the United States. 


"It is remarkable thai I should need 


nn escort of KPven." Insull said jok- 
ingly Thursday night as he was being 
taken aboard a litllc coastwise steam- 
er from Instanbul to Fdndcrma. "I'm 
perfectly harmless.'' 


The late afternoon sun Thursday

WASHINGTON.— (/P) —The nation 


Friday night had a law prohibiting 
banking houses or individuals from 
floating any more loans to defaulting 
debtor nations—bul who was to ad- 
minister the new law was a problem. 


President Roosevelt put his signa- 


ture to Ihe bill by Senator Johnson, 
Republican, California. 


A check later of the Treasury De- 


partment and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission—the two agencies logically in- 
volved in foreign bond 
flotations— 


produced disclaimers from .spokesmen 
for both thiil they knew anything 
about the administration of the law. 


Ultimately, it devolved upon Secre- 


tary Hull to decide who and in what 
manner the law would he administer- 
ed. This was coupled with a third 
question on what interpretation should 
be made of Ihc wording of the com- 
paratively brief statute. 


President Rootevelt said he had sent 


the act to Hull to study and there it 
was Friday night. 


The act's verbiage mattes it apply to 


all debtor nations find not merely to 
those in default on World war debts. 
This would bring many foreign pow- 
ers within the scope of the law. 


One of the questions presented to 


Hull was the task of finding out what 
part token payments would play in 
deciding whether n nation was in de- 
fault. 


A section covering loans to any or- 


ganization or association icling on be- 
half of another government was view- 
ed us reflecting the government's re- 
cent refusal to sanction the floating 
of a loan for France through a Dutch 
syndicate.

ROME, Italy.—(/P)—The council of 


ministers Saturday decreed a sweep- 
ing reduction in salaries and the cost 
of living in order to place Italy in a 
position to compete wilh. other na- 
lions in the foreign market. 


The council, over which Premier 


Mussolini presided, ordered all rents 
reduced 12 per cent and government 
salaries reduced 6 to 12 per cent. 


Olhcr costs will be correspondingly 


lowered. 


This is the second nation-wide de- 


flation in three years. 


The council increased the bachelor's 


tax to 50 per cent of income as a pen- 
alty for remaining single.

work-relief in the cities, the adminis- 
trator said each individual's bare liv- 
ing coslH would be budgeted. In the 
CUSP of common labor, it might be 
ascertained that one man's needs were 
!i4 hours of labor per month at 30 
cents an hour—a total income of J16.20 
per month. 
If unable to find 
that 


much work the government might 
supplement his income up to tho $16.20 
figure. 


In the case of skilled Inbor, unem- 


ployed, (he schedule would call for 
30 hours per month at $1 per hour— 
a total of $30 per month. If unnble to 
show an income equal to that figure, 
this man also might be helped, 


Mr. Dyess was positive about one 


thing: He said the federal govern- 
ment would concern itself only with 
the unemployed Who were fit to work 
providing they could find it. 


"The government will do nothing 


whatsoever for your unemployablcs," 
he warned, those unfit for work even 
(bough it were available. "The un- 
employables," he said, "are the re- 
sponsibility of the local community, 
and will remain so." 


The Rural Program 


The rural rehabilitation program,

land for the right to place destitute 
farm families on

in a big way arc all wrong, Mr. Dyess 
declared.

on a piece of land it will be for the 
purpose of producing food and feed 
crops for local consumption only—the 
production of cash crops will he for- 
bidden. 


The administration of the rural re-

2. Home demonstration agent. 
3. A farmer.

The precinct committee which re- 


ceives applications for aid will pass 
those having merit on to the county 
committee, following which local su- 
pervisors will make u thorough inves- 
tigation.

Destroyed Papers 


Bishop Quoted as Saying 


"Probers Will Find 


Nothing" 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— A statement 


that Bishop James Cannon Jr., had 
destroyed all "the correspondence I 
could lay my hands on so that any 
one who delved into my affairs would 
find nothing" was produced in the 
trial of the bishop Friday in District 
of Columbia Supreme Court. 


Tho statement, purporting to hae 


been made by the bishop October 6, 
1931. was read to the jury by John J. 
Wilson, the government prosecutor. 
It referred to 
the 
preparations 
of 


Bishop Cannon for a Mediterranean 
cruise in February 1929. 


"I know that bunch down in Vir- 


ginia," he was quoted as saying. 


The bishop is being tried, with Miss 


Ada L. Burroughs, his former secre- 
tary, on a charge of failing to report 
all contributions that were made by 
E. C. Jameson, a New York insurance 
executive, to his 1928 "campaign against 
Alfred E. Smith. 


The statement 
said 
Cannon nnd 


Miss 
Burroughs "got 
together" to 


make a report to the House of Jame- 
son contributions. 


Using the bishop's own 
words, as 


taken from the transcript of his con- 
versation with the district attorney 
on October C, 1931, Wilson put into 
(he record an involved account of 
Cannon's handling of political funds. 


In his interview by the district at- 


torney and in evidence already before 
the court, reference has been made 
to "refunds" by the biship to himself. 
Referring to one instance of these re- 
funds, in his questioning by the dis- 
trict attorney at the time of tho in- 
terview, the churchman said: 


"Those refunds in there happened 


in this way: Those gentlemen, Bob 
Miller and Bob Jones and Dr. Bran- 
son and maybe one or two more men 
in the South, they were authorized 
by me to go ahead and spend money. 


"I said, '1 will take care of it you

This money 
Oliver s«id, referring to a talk that 
occurred in the district attorney's of- 
fice in 1931, was described by the cler- 
gyman as used to pay "individuals 
whom he approached" in (he cam- 
paign against Alfred E. Smith, the 
1928 Demeoratic presidential nominee. 


Oliver's testimony came shortly aft- 


er the government prosecutor. John 
J. Wilson, supplemented the original 
charge that the bishop had not re- 
ported disposition of all the 1928 anti- 
Smith campaign chest with a second 
assertion that some money from the 
political funds went to straighten out 
a legacy administered by Cannon. 


The government agent also told of 


a ?5,009 cash fund in a safe deposit 
box which he said the bishop had said 
he had "forgotten." 


Oliver said Bishop Cannon asserted 


he had a note due in December, 1928, 
and went into a Richmond bank to 
borrow money to meet it, but that 
while there lie looked into his safe 
deposit box and there found an en- 
velope containing (he money. 


Oliver said the churchman was ask- 


ed regarding his financial condition 
and replied he "found himself in 
somewhat of a hole' 'at the time he 
discovered the forgotten $5,000. 


Referring to letters and checks of 


the committee, Robb asltcd Oliver. 


"Did he (Cannon) say 
we could 


have those records?" 


"Yes." 
"To your knowledge, has Bishop 


Cannon ever produced any records 
for this office or your office?

Van Sweringen Is 


Indicted in Bank 


But Missouri Pacific Own- 


er Defends Bond 


Transaction 


CLEVELAND, Ohio—(#)—Joseph R: 


Nutt, W. M. Baldwin and O. P. Van 
Sweringen were indicted by a coun- 
ty grand jury Friday on charges of 
issuing a false financial statement 
of the condition of the Union Trust 
Company, as of September 29, 1931. 


Nutt, former chairman of the board 


of the Union Trust Company, which 
was closed for liquidation following 
the national banking holiday a year 
ago, also is a former treasurer of the- 
Republican National Committee. 


Van Sweringen is one of the widely 


known Van Sweringen brothers, who 
built up a railroad empire from a 
Cleveland real estate business. 


Baldwin is a former president of 


the bank. 


The same jury recently 
indicted 


Baldwin and Kenyon V. Painter, cap- 
italist and largest stockholder of the 
bank, on charges of misapplication of 
the bank's funds. 


The indictments Friday were the 


outgrowth of an investigation of an 
alleged "window-dressing" transac- 
tion in connection with the statement 
of condition made in response to a 
call by the state superintendent of 
hanks. This is said to have involved 
the "book" transfer of $10,000,000 in 
government bonds among 
the Van 


Sweringen interests, the bank and.' J. 
P. Morgan & Co., of New York. 
: 


Van Sweringen issued the following 


statement: 


"Any extended discussion 
of this 


proceeding against me, or of the mo- 
tives I believe have brought it about, 
would be inconsistent with my re- 
spect for the administration of justice, 
and for the court, which when all is 
said and done, will be the jurge;of 
its merit. 
i 


"But u decent rgeard for the opinion 


of my followmen 
and 
particularly 


those thousands of substantial people 
who have invested in Van Sweringen 
enterprises, confident in the integrity 
of our name, demand that 1 make a 
simple statcmtnt of the facts. 


"In September, 1931, the VanSwer- 


ingcn Corporation, of which I am 
president, had among its assets $10,- 
000,000 of United States government 
securities. J. R. Nutt, chairman of the 
Union Trust Company, knew that the 
Van Sweringon Corporation 
owned 


such a block of securities and asked 
me if the company would sell them. 


"I told him it would, and it did. 


The price was the 
current 
publci 


plice plus the accrued intrest. Mr. 
Nutt asked if we would deposit with 
the Union Trust Company the mon- 
ey we received for the bonds. He of- 
lerctl to post the bonds as security 
for such a large deposit if we would 
<lo so. This was a business proposition 
and I agreed to it. 


"Sometime later we were asked fi 


ihe Van Sweringen Corporation would 
be willing to purchase the bonds back 
from (he Union Trust Company, We 
were and we did. 


"These were open and shut purch- 


ases and sales of property for cash. 
Now perfectly simple transactions are 
bcnig construed as having been part 
of tomelhing claimed to have been 
done unlawfully by the Union Trust 
company. 


"Perhaps I am a lit':; bit uld-fush- 


ioned, but I still believe we are liv- 
ing in a government of law and I feel 
no concern over an outcome which is 
yoing to be determined in ihe unbias- 
ed, considered judgment of the court, 
where all motives, save those in pur- 
j-uil of justice, are excluded."

Favor Regulation, 


Exchanges Assert 


Markets Deny They're 


Lobbying to Kill Con- 


gress Bill 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Twenty-five 


stock exchanges Friday night issued 
a joint statement disclaiming any in- 
tention of preventing the adoption of 
regulatory legislation. 


"Changes recently 
made 
by the 


committees 
of 
congress 
in 
the 


Fletcher-Rayburn bill have been de- 
scribed as victories for the stock ex- 
changes," they 
said. "Such 
state- 


ments are based on the assumption 
that the exchanges have been seek- 
ing to prevent effective legislation or 
to avoid altogether federal regula- 
tions. 


"The stock exchanges of the coun- 


try have no 
such 
purpose. They 


have opposed the pending bill solely 
because it contains unworkable and 
deflationary provisions. The stock ex- 
change favor legislation 
when will 


prevent excessive 
speculation 
and 


which will give to the federal gov- 
ernment full power to prevent unfair 
practices on stock exchanges." 


Sub-committees of both branches of 


congress continued their work of re- 
drafting the bill Friday, making num- 
erous but unimportant changes. The 
controversial sections of the measure 
had largely bten disposed of previous- 
ly. 


Both sub-committees hope to report 


to the full committees early this com- 
ing week and Chairman Fletcher and 
Rayburn plan to report the measure 
out a few days later.
